3-DAY HOLIDAY 


376 Traffic Toll In U. S.; 
California Leads Nation 
With 10 Pct. Of Total

The nation paid heavy tribute in 
| lives for its three-day Labor Day 
' weekend. 

Traffic fatalities showed a sharp 
increase over last year’s holiday toil 
despite President Roosevelt’s safety 
appeal and the National Safety 
Council’s warning that 600 probably 
would die on the highways. 

A survey disclosed that at least 
515 persons were killed in accidents 
during the three-day period. That 
| figure included 376 killed in high- 
way accidents and 139 deaths from 
drowning, plane crashes and other 
mishaps. 

At the corresponding hour last 
year, only 204 traffic deaths had 
been reported. The 1941 total was 
expected to be swelled by later re- 
ports and by additional deaths re- 
sulting from holiday injuries. 

California led all states in the 
number of violent deaths with 51, 
including 37 in traffic accidents. Il- 
linois recorded a total of 37, New 
York 35, Ohio 36, Michigan 34, Tex- 
as 29, Pennsylvania 31, and Indiana , 
.22. Only North Dakota, South Car- 
olina, South Dakota and Wyoming 
reported no deaths.

Mrs. Jones is a daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Gardner and. she and her 
four children, Gordon, 7, Lofton, 11, 
Donald, 9, and Marilyn, 5, had spent 
several weeks at the home on vaca- 
tion.. Mr. Jones had. joined them 
about a week before the tragedy and 
the family was planning to: leave 
the latter part of this week for Cal- 
ipatria, where Mr. Jones operates 
a@ restaurant. 

Saturday morning, Lofton had 
been hunting for small game in the 
vicinity and returned to the house 
Shortly after. noon. As he stepped 
from the ground: to the front poreh, 
carrying the rifle, the weapon was 
accidentally discharged.
